Section 2 of that Act provided that whero a 
pérson aconsed of commitiing aa offence in one 
part of Her Majesty’s dominions has -left that 
part, snoh person on boing found in another pact 
of Fler Majesty’s dominions shall bo-liable to-be 
apprehendad in the manuer provided by this Act, 
under an indorsed warrant or a provision) war- 
rant.
